In Greece, as in France, the 
central Government has been 
finding much difficulty in the 
establishment of its undisputed 
authority over the remoter parts 
of the country. The E.A.M., 
which already had an improvised 
organisation and is supported by 
the arms of the E.L.A:S., has been 
taking the law very much into its 
own hands, and dealing roughly 
with persons who have been 
laccused, or even suspected, of 
“collaboration” with the Ger- 
mans. The Government, not un- 
naturally, decided recently that 
this condition of affairs could not 
continue. It ordered the dis- 
bandment of all irregular forces 
by December Ist; and it was this 
decree that was immediately 
responsible for the events of the 
last few days. 

The British always have been 
popular in Greece. Their popu- 
larity has been enhanced since 
the departure of the Germans. 
In these circumstances, General 
Scobie has been careful, hitherto, 
to confine his actvities to 
purely military ends, and to 
interfere as little as possible, if 
at all, with the civil administra- 
In his latest statement, 
however, he has declared that the 
British forces will support the 
Greek Government until such 
time as it may be possible to hold 
new elections, adding that nothing 
in the nature of a’ coup d'état 
will be tolerated. His position at 
the moment is exceedingly deli- 
cate, as, indeed, is that of the 
military’ commander in almost 
every other country where 
Allied troops are operating. At- 
tempts are being made to con- 
vince the people of Greece that 
the British authorities are trying 
to bolster up an unpopular

ready to keep it in power against 
the people's will, if necessary by 
force of arms.

transport the element of destruction 
—unplanning, if you like—assumes 
rather larger ortions than 
usual” may be applicable to road 
and rail transport, but it is not 
strictly true as far as this country’s 
overseas transport is concerned. it 
might be mentioned that the term 
“ overseas transport” is interpreted 
in its broad sense—that is, trans- 
port dependent on any length 
of sea-carriage, and not as 
differentiated between cross-Channel, 
coastal, and long-distance transport. 


CENTRAL AUTHORITY 


The marine development of Eire 
will involve some reorganisation, 
but not the abandonment or destruc- 
tion, of such of the existing 
foundations of the marine transport 
structure as may be deemed 
economically insecure. and the build- 
ing of new foundations alongside 
them to allow for expansion of 
the eventual structure in consonance) 
with economic needs and national 
aspirations, The further construc- 
tion, over foundation level, of the 
marine transport structure will 
ssibly be to a considerable extent 
in the hands of non-State-controlled 
enterprise; the various interests may 
have little in common; development 
in certain spheres may be slow; but, 


rovided the foundations are well 
id and connected, the resultant 
structure has every chance of 
proving that this country is 
worthy of a relatively 
long and well indented coastline 
and an unique marine location. 


However, as it is one economic 
structure that is desirable, and not 
a series of imperfectly correlated 
ones, it would seem that, to 
prevent indiscriminate and possibly 
uneconomic premature development 
in general marine enterprise at the 
end of this war, the time has arrived 
for the preparation of a compre- 
hensive scheme of organisation for 
overseas transport, or, in view oa 
the particular implications whic 
such a term may suggest, for what 
might perhaps be more clearly de- 
ned as the marine development of 
Eire. Unless the activities of diverse 
bodies are co-ordinated and inves- 
tigated by a central authority, there 
is likely to be much wasted effort, 
which must lead to the discourage- 
ment and consequent injury of 
marine development. The size of 
this country and the general con- 
ditions lend themselves to such 
organisation. 


A MERCANTILE MARINE 


First, one must assume the de- 
velopment of a National Mercantile 
Marine. The nucleus of such a 
Mercantile Marine was created in 
difficult circumstances a few years 
ago; and the ability with which the 
difficulties of acquisition were over- 
come and the satisfactofy way in 
which the acquired ships were 
managed, manned, and sailed, augur 
well for its efficient expansion in the 
immediate post-war future. Again, 
the difficulties of shipping insurance 
created by this war were not alone 
efficiently faced, but actually made 
the opportunity of evolving a 
scheme, independent of government 
subsidy, whereby over a million 
pounds per annum, which was then 
being exported in the form of 
war risk premiums, was 'subse- 
quently retained in this country. 


SHIPS FOR SALE? 


But what of the further acquisi- 
tion of ships themselves and the 
economies of sea-haulage in the 
post-war era? Before the last war 
the economics of sea-transport were 
comparatively simple, in that its 
entire cost was invariably of itself 
a factor in the cost of the articles 
exchanged. Large-scale trading of 
surplus ships after that war, 
subsidising of sea-transport by the 
governments of various countries, 
and other causes eventually created 
a situation where the arbitrary 
shipping tonnage of the world was 
no longer directly related to its 
volume of trade. it is very difficult 
to foresee what the position is 
likely to be after this war. 


Undoubtedly, there will be plenty 
of surplus ships for disposal on 
the world market, but it is very 
doubtful if the purchase of such

It has to be remembered that the 
were mostly built as rush jobs, wit 
specialised peace-time commercial 
requirements more or less sub- 
ordinated to the necessities of war.

The marine transport system 
appertaining to a country is more 
dependent for efficiency and utility 
on maintenance and continuous 
improvement of 
harbours on I 
it owns its own ships. The primary 
concern in any scheme of organisa- 
tion for marine development in 
Eire must be the matter of definin 
the character, scope and status o 
all ports and harbours worthy of 
the names, and putting them <n an 
economic financial basis, com- 
mensurate with their classification. 
The-accepted differentiation between 
a port and a harbour is not aiways 
clear; a port embodies a harbour, 
but also has accommodation and 
facilities for loading and discharging 
goods and landing and embarking 
passengers, and has some amount 
of overseas trade. Our ports form 
the link. between our overseas 
transport and road and rail trans- 
port systems, and though more 
closely allied to the former, are also 
of vital importance to the latter. 


PORTS AND HARBOURS 


In an address given at Trinity 
College last year, 1 made some sug- 
gestions relative to the published 
report of the Port and Harbours’ 
Tribunal, 1930. I suggested that 
recommendations embodied in the 
Repert form a basis of wide scope 
for the organisation and adminis- 
tration of what has noW become an 
urgently required form of national 
development. It was further urged, 
because of changes in outlook and 
conditions that the present war has 
brought about, that greater scope 
for development, with consequent 
opportunity tor the mass employ- 
ment of both skilled and unskilled 
labour in a very economic manner, 
would be possible if the recom- 
mendations were still further 
amplified. 


There would seem to be a case for 
one main central organisation to 
exercise ultimate control over con- 
structional work in, and the work- 
ing of, all ports and harbours, large 
and small; coastal marine survey 
and preparation and revision of 
charts, heretofore the responsibility 
of the British Admiralty, and so on. 


With proper planning in such a 
central organisation, the purchase of 
modern transferable plant on a 
large scale could be an economic 
investment; the possibility of run- 
ning all ports and harbours as 
sound commercial propositions 
would be enhanced; business men 
gratuitously serving on __ harbour 
boards could have their burdens 
eased in many ways; marine 
insurance remiums would be 
retained. Finally, and perhaps 
most important of all, central 
control could hold the balance as 
between the interests of different 
ports and harbours, thereby eliminat- 
ing cut-throat competition, simplify- 
ing liaison in the future with air-port 
development, and always making 
the general national interest para- 
mount. 


A FREE PORT 


Airport development has only 
been mentioned in its relation to 
seaport development, but it is the 
writer’s opinion that it is not likely 
for economic reasons to have a 
detrimental effect on the develop- 
ment of freight transport by sea for 
a long time to come, and especially 
not for a country bordering on an 
ocean. Mention of. it, however, 
recalls that it has been officially 
decided to establish an _ inter- 
national free zone at an airport in 
this country, and encourages the 
hope that an overseas transport free 
zone may be established in one of 
our leading seaports.
